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NEW FREIGHT RATES ON COAL 


Thousands of dollars may be sa.vcd coal 


consumers in Appleton by the readjust- 
ment of freight rates on soft and hard 
coal ordered by the "\Viseonsin railroad 
commission on Saturday. Whether there 
•will be a saving depends, however, on 
•where Appleton gets its coal. First im- 
pression created by the railroad commis- 
sion's order is that Appleton -will save 
from 30 to 35 cents on every ton of coal 
it burns but investigation soon showed 
that this will be so only if the coal is ob- 
tained from the docks in Green Bay. 


The commission's order results in de- 


creasing the freight charge on hard coal 
shipped from Green Bay from 81.48% to 
$1.15 a ton and increasing the rate on 
hard coal shipped from Sheboygan from 
$1.48^ to $1-57 a ton. The fact is that 
most of the hard coal burned in Appleton 
comes from Sheboygan. 


Coal dealers here no doubt will do what 


they can to give their customers the bene- 
fit of the reduction in coal prices which 
the new freight order has made possible. 
They can do this by obtaining their coal 
from Green Bay instead of from Sheboy- 
gan. 
The largest docks in Green Bay are 


own-ed by the same company which oper- 
ates the Sheboygan docks and the Green 
Bay docks are large enough to supply 
this territory. There should be no reason 
for not giving Appleton people the advan- 
tages which they should enjoy because of 
their close proximity to a lake port. The 
readjustment in rates was made for that 
purpose. 


FREIGHT IS MOVING BY TRUCK 
Fanners in the grain and cattle states 


are evading the high railroad rates to 
some extent by hauling livestock and 
agricultural products to the principal 
markets in. motor trucks. It is not un- 
usual for them to transport their goods 
fifty and a hundred miles. 


[Not ouly are farmers using the motor 


truck. At most of the big manufacturing 
centers quite a large tonnage of merchan- 
dise freight is moving by automobile out 
to retail stores in rural districts. 


To what extent truck competition is 


hurting the railroads it is impossible to 
say- 
There is much traffic that really 


should mo%-e by truck. "Within a fifty-mile 
radius certain freight probably should be 
carried by trucks, as faster time can be 
made. 


Motor trucks are competing with the 


railroads in a most aggressive manner for 
switching business in large manufactur- 
ing and commercial centers. A very large 
volume of traffic that used to be loaded 
in cars and switched from one plant to an- 
other, or from one part of town to an- 
»ther, now moves by motor truck. 


Nothing could better illustrate the un- 


leconomic character of existing freight 
rates than the efforts of shippers to avoid 
the excessive charges in rail transporta- 
tion by looking to other agencies for the 
movement of freight. Unquestionably the 
rail situation, of which excessive freight 
rates are one phase, is responsible for the 
tremendous impetus given the Great- 
Lakes-to-Ocean Waterway by the country 
at large. 
The conclusion forces itself 


that the railroads in opposing general 
"and substantial reductions in freight rates 
are standing in their own light, and that 
they are betraying a short-sightedness 
which marked many of their past policies 
that wrought so much public criticism and 
hostile legislation. 


The simple truth is that merchandising 


•nd business cannot go'on normally under 
present freight rates. The shippers will 
refuse to be held up and the tendency 
more and more will be to find in some 
man- 


ner a way to transport goods in ways other 
than^by rail. 
Moreover, the effects of 


the present transportation conditions, if 


. ••otinued much longer, will be to create 


an irresistible demand for waterway im- 
ptOTcments in the interior not only where 


lt* but-ia jman£ instances 


where they are not feasible. In opposing 
freight rale'reductions the railroads arc 
not looking into the future. 
They arc 


generating public dissatisfaction, and that 
is an undelightful chicken that almost al- 
wavs comes home to roost. 


FROM SHORT, TO SECOND, TO FIRST 


The United States reminds Great Bri- 


tain that Great Britain owes the United 
States interest on its debt, and that the 
same will be payable this autumn. Great 
Britain promises to pay the same prompt- 
ly, and then notifies the allies that they 
are obligated to Great. Britain for interest 
on loans, and. as Great Britain' is to set- 
tle with the United States, the allies may 
be called on to settle with Great Britain. 


This is a good illustration of the circu- 


lation of money in the payment of balances 
and accounts. It is the same in business. 
One merchant pays another or a manufac- 
turer with what he receives from custom- 
ers, 
and «ich recipient passes the money 


on to somebody else, only profits being 
retained. 


The only question in the case of the in- 


terallied debt is where the original money 
is to come from to start the circle of liqui- 
dation. Of course the allies expect it to 
come from Germany, but thus far they 
have been unable to get blood from that 
turnip. The discharge of war debts rests 
theoretically on German reparations, that 
is among the European nations. 
Until 


a reparations program is adopted which 
will make it possible for Germany to 
meet these obligations it is doubtful if 
even the interest on war debts can be 
paid.

SECRET OF RUSSIA'S MILITARY 


STRENGTH 


Paris.—Discussing the reasons why 


Russia's military strength is so great 
a staff writer in Le Radical, says: 


"There 'is only one country in the 


world where the militarism of the 
barracks is really considered an honor 
and has warm partisans and enthus- 
iastic adherents, and that is Russia. 


"In France, military service is con- 


sidered a most sacred duty, but also 
as the hardest imposition. 
The want 


of enthusiasm which 
the 
French 


show especially since the war to give 
their sons a military career is a sign 
of this. The prestige of the uniform, 
the taste for expeditions or bellicose 
adventures 
no longer flourishes in 


circles where formerly it was 
the 


custom and considered good taste to 
provide recruits to bo trained as of- 
ficers'. 


"It is not as might be believed a 


new pacifist idea, but simply the ar- 
dent desire among the young men of 
France to consecrate their activity, 
their intelligence and their knowledge 
to work which is no less necessary 
for tho prosperity of their country; 
industry, commerce, agriculture in a 
wide souse, colonization, art, the study 
of science and its application to mod- 
ern life. All tho same, this stale of 
mind which was noticeable oven be- 
fore 1914, docs not mean that 
the 


country would hesitate to rise like 
one man if a. brutal and arrogant en- 
emy again wore to threaten its integ- 
rity and its independence. 


"That is tho kind of militarists that 


wo are. 


"In Germany there is undoubtcdly 


Still a strong military party. The mili- 
tarist virus is still present in 
the 


blood of many of the people. All the 
same a great number ot them have 
boon glad to sec military service dis- 
appear. 


"In Russia it is quite different. Tt 


is a most extraordinary paradox. The 
communist government has restored 
to a place of honor the ardent desire 
to become a soldier and to live in 
barracks. Under tho Czar, the moujiks, 
the workmen, tradesmen

ofliocs, oven with modest salaries, to 
military service in b.irrank towns. To- 
day there is no necessity for Trotz- 
ky's recruiting agents to use the least 
pressure.

faith puts lire into tho recruits of 
tho Russian army and that when they 
start service Uioy have no other wish 
than to die for the defense of the 
revolution, but this is all twaddle. 


"The Russian recruits arc hungry 


and want to ont, and bo warmly clad 
and comfortably housed and heated. 


"In the ISoviot paradise the only 


ones who escape from the general mis- 
cry are the people's commissioners, 
their families and their harems, the 
soviet officials, the police and the sol- 
diers. 


"The people's commissioners steal 


all they can. Having armed force at 
their disposal they requisition all they 
want, or have it sent from abroad 
thanks to the gold reserve in 
the 


Russian treasury. 
Soldiers and po- 


lieomcn have been made into first class 
citizens of fidelity and devotion by 
o\onvholrning them with privileges ot 
nil kinds and ensuring them an abund- 
ant remuneration. 


"The reason for Iho Russian taste 


for militarism and barrack life must 
not bo sought elsewhere. The officers 
and soldiers of tho rod army have 
found tho vein, they exist as parasites 
of a terrorised and worn out nation. 
Tho 'great companies' 
who 
under 


John the Good and Charles V, lived 
on war and ransomed the country In 
tho periods of peace, give us an idea 
of what Trotzky's army is like. 


"But those soldiers arc only red 


with the blood which they cause to 
fiow in their country. They capitulated 
shamefully 1o Germany, and fled be- 
fore Polish patriots: they never want 
to carry on war outside of their own 
frontiers'.

Secret Of German Guns 


Though the main secret of the Gcr- ] 


man guns which bombarded 
Paris 


was soon known to artilleries, the 
gun and its story long remained a mys- 
tery to the public, says a writer in the 
LONDON DAILY MAIL. Commander 
Kmzel, ot" the German Navy, who took 
part in the design, construction and 
test of the guns, has r.ow made pub- 
lic an account of his experiences with 
it. 


The gun, ho says, was a naval gun 


in that it was invented and served by 
navel personnel. It was designed to 
fire seventy-five miles. 


For a long time the designers wore

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NEW FREIGrHT RATES ON COAL 


Thousands of dollars may be saved coal 


consumers in Appleton by the readjust- 
ment, of freight rates on soft and hard 
coal ordered by the Wisconsin railroad 
commission on Saturday. 
Whether there 


•will be a saving depends, however, on 
•where Appleton gets its coal. First im- 
pression created by the railroad commis- 
sion's order is that Appleton Trill save 
from 30 to 35 cents on every ton of coal 
it burns but investigation soon showed 
ihat this will be so only if the coal is ob- 
tained from the docks in Green Bay. 


The commission's order results in de- 


creasing the freight charge on hard coal 
shipped from Green Bay from 81.48% to 
$1.15 a ton and increasing the rate on 
hard coal shipped from Sheboygan from 
'$1.481/2 to $1.57 a ton. The fact is that 
most of the hard coal burned in Appleton 
comes from Sheboygan. 


Coal dealers here no doubt will do what 


they can to give their customers the bene- 
fit of the reduction in coal prices which 
the new freight order has made possible. 
They ean do this by obtaining their coal 
from Green Bay instead of from Sheboy- 
gan. The largest docks in Green Bay are 
owned by the same company which oper- 
ates the Sheboygan docks and the Green 
Bay docks arc large enough to supply 
this territory. There should be no reason 
for not giving Appleton people the advan- 
tages which they should enjoy because o£ 
their close proximity to a lake port. The 
readjustment in rates was made for that 
purpose.

FREIGHT IS MOVING BY TRUCK 
Fanners in the grain and cattle states 


are evading the high railroad rates to 
some extent by hauling livestock and 
agricultural products to the principal 
markets in motor trucks. It is not un- 
usual for them to transport their goods 
fifty and a hundred miles. 


Kot only are farmers using the motor 


truck. At most of the big manufacturing 
centers quite a large tonnage of merchan- 
dise freight is moving hy automobile out 
to retail stores in rural districts. 


To -what extent truck competition is 


hurting the railroads it is impossible to 
say. 
There is muck traffic that really 


should move by truck. "Within a fifty-mile 
radius certain freight probably should be 
carried by trucks, as faster time can be 
made. 


Motor trucks are competing -with the 


railroads in a most aggressive manner for 
switching business in large manufactur- 
ing and commercial centers. A very large 
•volume of traffic that used to be loaded 
in ears and switched from one plant to an- 
other, or from one part of town to an- 
other, now moves by motor truck. 


Nothing could better illustrate the un- 


economic character of existing freight 
rates than the efforts of shippers to avoid 
the excessive charges in rail transporta- 
tion by looking to other agencies for the 
movement of freight. Unquestionably the 
rail situation, of which excessive freight 
rates are one phase, is responsible for the 
tremendous impetus given the Great- 
Lakes-to-Ocean Waterway by the country 
at large. 
The conclusion forces itself 


that the railroads in opposing general 
-and substantial reductions in freight rates 
are standing in their own light, and that 
they are betraying a short-sightedness 
•which marked many of their past policies 
that wrought so much public criticism and 
hostile legislation. 


The simple truth is that merchandising 


»nd business cannot go'on normally under 
present freight rates. The shippers will 
refuse to be held up and the tendency 
more and more will be to find in some man- 
ner a way to transport goods in ways other 
than^y rail. 
Moreover, the effects of 


the prewsnt transportation conditions, if 
••ntinned much longer, will be to create 
»n irresistible demand for waterway im- 
|irOYemcnts in the interior not only where 


trr *-*-iM*J but.4ft -many, instances 


where the?, are not feasible. In opposing 
freight rate-reductions the railroads are 
not looking into the future. 
They arc 


generating public dissatisfaction, and that 
is an umlelightful chicken that almost al- 
wavs comes home to roost. 


FROM SHORT, TO SECOND, TO FIRST 


The United States reminds Great Bri- 


tain that Great Britain owes the United 
States interest on its debt, and that the 
same will be payable this autumn. Groat 
Britain promises to pay the same prompt- 
ly, and then notifies the allies that they 
are obligated to Great Britain for interest 
on loans, and. as Great Britain' is to set- 
tle with the United States, the allies may 
be called on to settle with Great Britain. 


This is a good illustration o£ the circu- 


lation of money in the payment of balances 
and accounts. It is the same in business. 
One merchant pays another or a manufac- 
turer with what he receives from custom- 
ers, and each recipient passes 'the money 
on to somebody else, only profits being 
retained. 


The only question in the case of the in- 


terallied debt is where the original money 
is to come from to start the circle of liqui- 
dation. Of course the allies expect it to 
come from Germany, but thus far they 
have been unable to get blood from that 
turnip. The discharge of war debts rests 
theoretically on German reparations, that 
is among the European nations. Until 
a reparations program is adopted which 
will make it possible for Germany to 
meet these obligations it is doubtful if 
even the interest on war debts can be 
paid.
